Your comment reminds me of the last A2 I heard on 
500Kc/s. It was from KFS, south of San Francisco. The interesting 
thing was, I'd hear ‘em start keying and they'd be straight Al. But 
after a few seconds the modulation would start to creep in and pretty 
soon they'd be full A2. In my mind's eye, I saw the slow heating 
filaments of the modulator tubes go from cold to a dull and sullen 
orange glow as they began to provide output. But it was not so. 

When I visited the KFS transmitter site - years ago but after the A2 
had disappeared - I noticed some bolts sticking up out of the floor 
near the 500Kc/s transmitter. I asked the engineer about them and he 
said, "Oh, that's where the motor-generator was that provided 
modulation for A2." So there were no glowing filaments at all, just 
a MG set spinning up to speed.

Works great from 3 to 
29.7 mhz. but not very sensitive feom 520khz to about 2mhz and top band 29.7 
to above channel 2. Markings stop at 54mhz but set seams to tune to about 
6Omhz. How do I fix the poor sensitivity? Also calibration is off on my set 
so dial markings don't quite read right. Not sure how to fix that either. 
Can anyone help me? All I get on 29.7 to 60mhz is distorted pagers ans 
distorted channel 2 audio! Slope tuning doesn't help at all.
